BISMARCK, DAK., December 22.—An- 


other dispatch was received from the 
Sheriff ot Kobcvts County by Governor 
Pierce yesterday afternoon from Traverse, 
Dak., as follows: "Your telegram re- 
ceived. We can't get guns for the citi- 
zens. There will be an armed mob of 150 
organized men who will be here in twen- 
ty-four hoars, saying they will bum the 
town and hang every man in it if it dou't 
pive them the balance of the records. 
Your immediate attention will .save prop- 
erty ami bloodshed." 


The Governor said he looked upon the 


ditllculty as an incident iu the quarrels 
between the two towjis, and doubted if a 
clo/.cn meu were engaged in the unlawful 
featured of it; that he should telegraph 
the Sheriff to-day il an armed inob or 
other persons gain possession of the prop- 
erty or records unlawfully, to get u war- 
rant for its recovery and for their arrest, 
and he (the Governor) would aid, if need 
be, by all the power at his command, to 
enforce Hie warrant; but until some more 
urgent necessity becomes apparent for 
tin; use of troops, the call will be de- 
clined. The courts, he believes, will do 
exact justice, and all will ilnd the most 
satisfaction, iitul ecitaiuly the most credit 
for themselves and for the Territory, iu 
awaiting their action.

NEW ORLEANS, LA., December 22.—At 


eight o'clock yesterday morning one oi 
the Immense hotels under course of con- 
struction just outside the Exposition 
grounds, iell with a terrific crash, killing 
Frank Green, of Nashville, and fatally 
wounding Albert Freeze and James Car- 
roll. The building was thought to be un- 
safe, and a large gang of laborers were 
employed bracing it up. 
The escape ot 


the others was marvelous, the heavy tim- 
bers falling on all sides ol them. 


VURTHBB PART1CCLABS. 


The building la Immediately west of 


the main Exposition building, inside the 
grounds, and Is a very large structure ol 
Iron and wood, known as the corrugate- 
Iron style. It Is 500 feet long by about 
100 feet wide, and at the time of the ac- 
cident nothing but the rafters, part of the 
frame and supports had been put up. 
Three workmen were burled beneath the 
ruins. One was instantly killed and 
two 
wounded, one 
of them mor- 


tally. The man killed was a colored 
man named Frank Green, twenty-four 
years of age, and a native of Nashville. 
The man fatally 
injured was Albert 


Frccse. He shows no external hurts, but 
his injuries are all internal, placing him 
iu a very precarious condition. 1'reese 
is a middle-aged man, a native of Mich- 
igan, and had been iu New Orleans but a 
lew months. The other iujurecl man, 
whose injuries are severe but not danger- 
ous, is Frank Carroll, of Chicago.

The destruction can be said to be almost 
complete and it will necessitate the re- 
building of the whole structure. The ac- 
cidciit is attributed to the weakness of 
the foundation, and the sinking of the 
building, the ground having been made 
very soft by the recent heavy rains.

Tho valley was a Mt of Spain, sell- 
atistied and quaint, the homo of peaceful 
nen, content to sit all day bt fore their vino- 
lad doors, gazing at the quiet sea.thevarl- 
tolored mountain and the lerille valley. 
A now Santa Barbara has outgrown tho old,

Even In these active 
imes, when the ceaseless energy of man Is 
robbing valleys of their former quiet, and 
supplanting adobe Ullages by busy towns,
